An official announcement. to this effect has

The region will have three Com- 
missioners. Its Senior Commis- 
sioner, who will be a Cabinet Min- 
ister, is not to be appointed until 
the occurrence of an emergency. 
The. others, as has already been 
announced, are Sir Ernest Gowers 
and Adml, Sir Edward Evans. 

To provide machinery for mutual 
support among the different au- 
thorities in case of need, a system 
of grouping of authorities’ within.

rendered by areas in the Region to 
any other part which had been 
heavily attacked, and was unable 
to deal with the resulting situation 
by its cwn efforts. 

For the City and the 28 Metro- 
politan boroughs five groups have

DANISH 
DISCOVERIES: 
IN MONGOLIA 


Dairen, To-day. 

Strange stories of the quaint 
habits of the people of Inner 
Mongolia, of fantastic rites of 
the fast-dying Shaman cult, and 
of rare archaeological discoveries 
were told by Mr. Werner Jacob- 
sen, advance guard of the Royal 
Danish Geographical Society’s 
expedition into Central Asia, on 
his arrival at Dairen. 

He is the first member of the 
expedition to reach civilisation 
after ive months’ intensive 
ethnological research in Inner 
Mongolia. 

He told of archaelogical dis- 
coveries “that will entirely change 
certain conceptions of Mongolian 
culture,” of the collection of rare 
and priceless specimens which will 
be taken to the National Museum 
in Copenhagen, and electrical re- 
cordings and sound moving pic- 
tures of Mongol life. 

Mr, Jacobsen specialised in 
archaeological studies ‘and was able 
to formulate new and interesting 
theories of the remote culture of 
the once-dominant Mongols, rulers 
of half the earth at the time of the 
‘great Khans. — Reuter.

Amateur Golf Championship Thrills At Hoylake 


Bruen’s Comfortable 
Victory Over Crawley 


Hoylake, May 24.—‘‘Luck was 
sure rootin’ for me all right,” in- 
sisted laughing Charles R. Yates, 
the happy-go-lucky American 
from Georgia, when he defeated 
Donald Cameron, one of the West 
of Scotland stalwarts, in the 
Amateur Championship here to- 
day. 

That American summary by the 
title-holder was prompted by what 
happened at the sixteenth and deci- 
sive hole in a match, which, while 
it was staged in the championship 
atmosphere, and was international 
in character, was in essence oa 
“friendly.” i 

The two players struck a friendship 
at Troon last year, where Yates, fol- 
lowing his first’ contracts with other 
Scots in the Walker Cup contest the 
year before, became, pro tem, a more 
or less naturalised Scot. 

Yates and Cameron were all even 
with three to go in their meeting to- 
day, and hundreds of spectators swarm- 
ed down the course to be in at the 
death. The doubt as to whose death 
was to be involved charged the situa- 
tion with plenty excitement. 

But in one ‘dramatic moment the 
whole issue switched over in favour of 
the American. The seconds to the six- 
tcenth, a long dog-ler hole of over 500 
yards, were the vital strokes. Camer- 
on’s ball hit the green; we watched it 
land; it looked good, and then, foot by 
foot. we watched it cross the green, go 
on and on, causing agonies of Scottish 
suspense, and finally dive into the 
bunker at the back, ; : 

Yates, sure as an Income-Tax de- 
mand, was on the putting surface in 

The -Seot’s -ball,- however; lay sc 
badly in the bunker, that: he required 
two to get it on the green, and so he 
became one down with a desperately 
narrow margin to make that up. The 
American won at the seventeenth, 
where Cameron hit his second into the 
long grass on the left of the green. 
JOHN BALL A SPECTATOR 

So ended one of the salient chapters 
of a much more exciting day than. yes- 
terday, which did, however, duplicate 
glorious weather, Crowds. thrills, and 
the championship - procession were di- 
rectéd by the fates under a clear skv 
amid sunshine and lark-song, and all 
the poetic trimmings of this great 
course in as fine summer conditions as 
we ever experience here. 

The wind was light, and the weather 
generally was so stabilised that spec- 
tators — many women in bright attire, 
some of them trousered — set off to 
trek-about-the-course-all-day_-with-never- 
a thought of coat or waterproof. 

Marching with the crowds, his head 
thrust that little bit forward in the old 
manner, was John Ball, Hoylake’s hero 
_of a hundred fights. The moderns do 
not perform the prodigies of valour 
that this famous veteran used to per- 
form with. straight-faced irons, even 
.out of bunkers, and he might be exon- 
erated from any purely “good-old-days” 
. sentiment if he regarded this green and 
grassy ‘Hoylake, devoid of bad, bare 
lies, as a rather simpler examination 
than he and his contemporaries’ under- 
went. in other years.

' TO. MEET. FELLOW-COUNTRYMAN 

Yates, as I, have ‘recorded, _ got 
through to-day qui 
consistently like a. champion, and his 
progress, which remffids mo, of | the 
adage that threatened ‘men. live -long, 
ow. brings him up..against,. perhaps 


the strongest of his own countrymen. 
Richard D, Chapman, who will, I ima- 
gine, have to be taken at_a new value 
since we saw him defeat James Bruen, 
the Irish wonder, at Sandwich two 
years ago. Bruen was not so good 
then as he is now; Chapman is better 
than he was then, and his penetration 
to the semi-final of the U.S. National 
last year endorses that. This shoul¢ 
be a good American clash to-morrow. 

“Bill” Holt is another American 
whose record in the U.S. Championship 
bids us take his prospects with the ut- 
most respect, for he has been in the 
last eight in the past three years. We 
shall see him to-morrow -for the first 
time in the championship here, and 
another fellow campaigner who takes 
the tee for the first time this week is 
Ellsworth Vines, the lawn tennis 
“erack,” who arrived on the course to. 
day and, after watching Yates, went 
out for his first’ practi¢e round. 

Whether it may be construed as 4 
commentary upon his chances here J 
do not know, but I understand that 
Vines has a tennis engagement to keep 
in Dublin on Thursday. 

Bruen was the figure that drew the 
crowds to-day. This 19-year-old star 
from Muskerry, Cork, has become a 
world golf personality. He has been 
called the Henry Cotton of amateur 
golf, and no bad description either, 
Chock-full of confidence, he must be 
the envy of a large percentage of com- 
petitors in any event in which he tees 
up, and he defeated L. G. Crawley to. 
day in one of the big matches of the 
week, and did so with an air of easy 
nonchalance that fascinated the spec- 
tators, : ; 

E. D. HAMILTON'S GREAT PUTTING 

Maybe he will have his nonchalance 
shaken a bit to-morrow, when he has 
to meet E. D. Hamilton, the Scottish 
Champion, who defeated G. Alec. Hill,

ago, by 6 and 5 to-day; and is now 
frankly braced up and anxious to do 
battle with the favourite. 

Hamilton was out in 35, and, though 
he should not have been five up even 
on that cracker of a pace on a man 
who has played for Britain, there it is.

Putting is practically half of 
rolf, as a stroke analysis of par for 
any course will reveal, yet the 
practice sessions devoted to put- 
ting usually measure far less than 
half of the total. Winter provides 
an oceasion for evening up _ this 
disproportionate ratio for putting 
can be practiced in the home pro- 
vided the Mrs. is agreeable. Fur- 
thermore enough time can be tak- 
en to formulate a certain system 
of lining up the shot. ‘One trouble 
on the actual green, in the hurry 
of a game, is that many players 
have no set system but are contin- 
ually experimenting, hoping that 
this putt will be better than 
their last. As a result they rarely 
show the natural improvement 
that should be theirs. 

Conscientious practice during 
the shut in months should give one 
a good formula for putting.
